Hanlon charged, “There is 
not one person on this com- 
mittee who directly represents 
the large segment of farmers 
and other power customers who 
are paying the lion’s share of 
this development.” 

He sharply criticized the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation, which sells 
the power generated at the pres- 
ent four big Missouri river 
‘dams, and the Army Engineers, 
who built the river projects and 
control the water uses in ac- 
cordance with a plan worked 
- by state and federal agen- 
cies. 

Of the Bureau of Reclama- 


tion, Hanlon said: 
“When the federal agency 


that should logically be protect- | 
ing our interests as a power. 


supplier for us ignores any re- 


sponsibilty for our future needs, , 


adopts procedures that charge 
us for irrigation projects, not 
even engineered, adopts policies

To Stop Bomb Testing 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Sharing the increasing concern 
caused by our universal enemy— 
er to present and future gen- 
erations from radioactive fall-out re- 
sulting from nuclear weapons tests—

Third World Conference Against A- 
and H-Bombs and for Disarmament. 
I was a delegate from the United 
States Section, Women’s Internation- 
al League for Peace and Freedom. 
In attendance were 3981 dele- 
all over Japan and 97 
m 25 other countries. Ten inter- 
national organizations were repre- 
sented. These people came from 
all walks of life, with a variety of 
viewpoints on politics and religion, 
but all were enthusiastically united 
in finding ways to end testing, man- 
ufacture, stock piling, or use of nu- 
clear weapons. 


The scientists issued a statement 
supporting their fellows at Bugwash. 
The jurists sent an appeal to all 
other lawyers to call on all govern- 
ments, the U.N. Secretary-General 
and U.N. delegates to ask the U.N. 
General Assembly to pass a resolu- 
tion asking for an advisory opinion 
from the International Court of Jus- 
tice on the illegality of nuclear tests 
and use of nuclear bombs, according 
to provisions of Article 96 of the 
U.N. Charter and Article 65 of the 
Statute of the International Court 
of Justice. 

Recommendations for action from 
the entire conference call on all gov- 
ernments, organjzations and individ- 
uals to influence the U.N. General 
Assembly, now in session, to ef- 
fect an agreement among coun- 
tries concerned to prohibit nuclear 
tests. Similar action was recom- 
mended urging the five powers par- 
ticipating in the U.N. Disarmament 
Subcommittee to conclude an agree- 
ment prohibiting nuclear tests and 
weapons and providing for disarma- 
ment. 

These recommendations are re- 
eeiving support of conservative and 
liberal papers and readers in Japan. 
I urge my countrymen to be encour- 
aged by the enthusiasm here and to 
act on these recommendations.

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Thailand’s Bloodless Revolution 


The outstanding thing about the coup in 
Thailand is that the government was changed 
without violence. Marshal Sarit Thanarat,.the . 
Army's commander-in-chief, acting “in the name 
of the people,” ousted Premier Pibul Songgram 
with the greatest of ease and now modestly titles 
himself Governor of Bangkok, the capital. Such 
a peaceful changeover is in contrast to the blood- 
shed that usually accompanies revolutions, 


Although there has been considerable criti- 
cism lately in Bangkok of the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization, to which Thailand and the 
United States belong, and although Red China 
has been receiving more and more favorable 
notice in Thailand, the State Department in 
Washington gives its assurances that the over- 
throw is “essentially an internal political 
development.” 


This belief is strengthened by two facts. First, 
diplomatic sources in Bangkok report that Mar- 
shal Safft has promised that Thailand will honor 
its treaty obligations and stick to its present 
foreign policy.

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No Time Like the Present 


Senator Mansfield has made a worthwhile 
suggestion, It is that President Eisenhower ap- 
point with as little delay as possible the mem- 
bers of the civil rights investigating commis- 
sion, authorized in the new legislation, signed 
10 days ago at the vacation White House.

Meantime the very 
commencement of its work would be a reassur- 
ing development; As there doubtless will be 
Southerners on the commission, its announce- 
ment will, when it comes, signify that the prob- 
jem of civil rights is being undertaken on a 
national basis seriously by men of good will. 
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A Question of Tactics 

The five City Charter amendments suggested 
by a Chamber of Commerce committee probably 
represent the committee’s concept of what might 
be acceptable to beth factions.in the recent 
Charter election.

The spokesman emphasized 
that this was “simply a camp 
where persons evacuated from 
areas of military operation are 
held pending resettlement.” 

The 225 men, women and 
children went into Tunisia last 
Thursday with the help of a 
rebel unit. The rebels had at- 
tacked a French military post 
guarding the camp, at Sidi el 
Khemissi, a mile and a half in- 
side Algeria. 

The French charged the Al- 
gerians had been kidnaped by 
the rebels.
